THE RSPCA is appealing for information after a specialist animal 
charity warned a “sinister pattern” is emerging of lurcher dogs being 
dumped on the A5 around Oswestry. 

Two dogs have died in two weeks with a third rescued from the busy 
Gobowen roundabout on the Oswestry bypass. 

Hector’s Greyhound Rescue charity, which is based in Gobowen, says the A5 has become 
a dumping ground for the dogs. Lurchers are often used for hare coursing and night-time 
“lamping” for rabbits. 

Hayley Bradley from the rescue charity said two dogs were dumped on the rounda-

Council’s bus 
station plans to 
be scrutinised 

PROPOSALS have been unveiled for a new 
bus station for Welshpool. 

Welshpool Town Council has put forward 
three possible plans for a new bus station in 
the town in the next financial year. 

The transport plans were due to be dis¬ 
cussed last night (Wednesday) at a full coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

They include a bus station located on the 
Berriew Street car park, behind the public 
toilets. 

A report says access for pedestrians is an 
advantage. 

However, it also says traffic management 
could be a problem. 

Another suggestion is for a scheme to be 
developed in the Church Street car park to 
provide a bus station and taxi bays in the 
small existing car park. 

And another idea is for an alternative 
scheme in Church Street in the larger car 
park area. 

However the recommendation going be¬ 
fore the council pushes for the Berriew 
Street plan to be given the go-ahead by town 
councillors. 


bout 10 days ago. One died when it was 
hit by traffic. “The other was rescued by a 
motorist and is now in the local authority 
dog pound to see if its owner will come for¬ 
ward,” she said. 

The latest incident follows the death of 
a lurcher at the Shotatton crossroads near 
Oswestry the previous week and the suc¬ 
cessful search for a dog abandoned near 
the Mile End roundabout over Christmas. 

Hayley said: “People must know what is 
going on, there is a sinister pattern emerg¬ 
ing here of dogs being abandoned. 

Terrified 

“These dogs are terrified and they have 
just been thrown out onto a busy road, 
probably in the dark. They will just run 
and run. I am worried there will be a seri¬ 
ous accident.” 

The dog rescued after being abandoned 
over Christmas is doing well, Hayley said. 

The dog, a whippet cross saluki, was in¬ 
jured when it was hit by a police vehicle 
attending an emergency call. 

Scores of people helped look for him 
and he was eventually found at Mile End 
services. Now christened Miles, he is with 
foster parents Graham and Andrea Jones 
recovering from his injuries. 

A spokesman for the RSPCA urged an¬ 
yone with information about the dumping 
of the lurchers to contact the charity. 

He said: “We rescue thousands of ani¬ 
mals every year who have been cruelly 
abandoned - often left by the side of the 
road or even thrown out of windows of 
moving cars. 

“We have also had dogs coming into 
our care with awful injuries consistent 
with being used in badger baiting or hare 
coursing. The RSPCA works closely with 
other agencies to tackle these awful blood 
sports and would urge anyone who is con¬ 
cerned that this illegal activity is taking 
place near them to report it to our 24-hour 
cruelty line. 

“Anyone who finds an abandoned dog or 
who has concerns for the welfare of a dog 
should also report their concerns via the 
emergency number 0300 1234.”

They 
are urging parents to use the unit. 

The unit was closed for six months last year 
because of staffing shortages. Staffing problems 
struck again at the weekend. The unit was tempo¬ 
rarily closed overnight on Friday night and Sunday 
night because of staff sickness. 

Health bosses apologised for any inconvenience 
caused.

NIP In spinal unit 
after sustaining

Speaking from his hospital bed 
in the internationally renowned unit, the 
Conservative MP for North Shropshire 
stressed he was still working and would 
continue his constituency and other work 
through emails and contact with his office. 

An accomplished rider, the MP said it 
was ironic that he was now a patient in the 
unit that he and wife, Rose, raised £60,000 
for by completing the toughest horse race 
in the world, the Mongol Derby. 

His horse fell while he was riding on 
Saturday and, after initially going to the 
accident and emergency department at the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, he was trans¬ 
ferred to the specialist spinal unit when it 
was discovered that he had broken three 
vertebrae. “Apparently I was very lucky 
not to have suffered more serious injury,” 
he said.

vertebrae. He said: “I was so relieved to be 
in this incredible, world class unit at the 
orthopaedic hospital in Gobowen. The staff 
are exceptionally professional, exceedingly 
caring and have a huge amount of exper¬ 
tise.” Mr Paterson said he had connections 
with the orthopaedic hospital before he be¬ 
came the area’s MP. 

He said: “I was on the board of the In¬ 
stitute of Orthopaedics and chaired the 
committee which saw the Leopold Muller 
Arthritis Research Centre built at the hos¬ 
pital. My wife, Rose and I raised £60,000 
for this very unit when we took part in the 
Mongol Derby in 2011. 

“Even more ironically it is the toughest 
horse race in the world, 14 hours a day 
of hard riding for nine days on 25 differ¬ 
ent and very difficult horses. Fellow riders 
broke ribs, shoulders and other bones in 
falls during the race. Rose and I always said 
we were so lucky to complete it unscathed. 
We raised £60,000 for the Midlands Cen¬ 
tre for Spinal Injuries and £60,000 for the 
Royal Irish Regiment Benevolent Fund by 
completing the challenge. Now I am getting 
to see, from a view I never thought I would, 
how amazing this centre is.”

Students score above 
national GCSE average

STUDENTS in Shropshire scored 
above the national average for 
GCSE results, new figures have 
revealed. 

But some schools across the county 
are falling behind in a measure of the 
progress made by pupils through their 
life in secondary school. 

The results again reflect changes made to 
the way GCSEs are recorded. 

For the first time this year, the data in¬ 
cludes English and maths GCSE results 
awarded under the new 9-1 grading system. 

The figures show a large difference be¬ 
tween schools across both Shropshire and 
Telford council areas but the overall Pro¬ 
gress 8 figure - which measures how much 
improvement pupils have made between 
the end of Key Stage 2 (primary school) and 
Key Stage 4 (GCSEs) - is below average for 
both areas. 

The Shropshire Council area had an over¬ 
all Progress 8 score of -0.1 per cent, slightly 
below the English state-funded school av¬ 
erage of -0.03 per cent. In the Telford & 
Wrekin area Progress 8 came out at -0.12. 

However, overall Attainment 8 figures, 
which measure how well pupils have per¬ 
formed in eight qualifications including 
English and maths, were 46.4 for both 
authority areas, above the national state 
funded school average of 46.3. Among the 
figures is the percentage of pupils achieving 
grade five or above in both GCSE English 
and maths. 

For the Marches School in Oswestry 
that figure was 45 per cent, for Moreton 
Hall Girls School it was 65 per cent, for 
Oswestry School that figure was 17 per cent 
and for St Martins School that figure was 
10 per cent. 

Nick Bardsley, Shropshire Council’s 
Cabinet member for children’s services 
and education, said: “These results are a 
testament to the hard work and effort that 
students have put into their studies and we 
congratulate them on their achievements. 

“It is also important to recognise the sup¬ 
port that our school communities in Shrop¬ 
shire have given to the students.” 


A PACKED town hall quizzed Lib¬ 
eral Democrat leader Sir Vince Ca¬ 
ble on the NHS, the future of the 
party and - without much prompt¬ 
ing - Brexit. 

The 74-year-old was the guest of 
honour at Welshpool Town Hall on 
Saturday afternoon, the first in a se¬ 
ries of question and answer sessions 
organised by the Welsh Lib Dems. 

Members of the public got a 
glimpse of life in the coalition, and 
managed to learn a little about what 


Mr Cable thinks of his main political 
rivals. 

But the point of the meeting, he 
said, was to get back to basics - 
speaking with residents about the 
issues they face, and what the Lib 
Dems could do to help. “We didn’t 
know who was going to be here,” he 
said. “We expected a fair number of 
‘antis’, but obviously we have a lot 
of supporters in Welshpool. 

“Westminster is a bubble. It’s 
where all the politicians, lobbyists 


and media are, and it is a bit of an 
echo chamber. Actually getting out 
and meeting a wide variety of peo¬ 
ple, many of whom are struggling at 
the minute, is a very important part 
of my job. 

“It’s only a matter of time before 
we come back in Montgomeryshire. 
It was a Lib Dem stronghold - we 
will be back.” Mr Cable started 
his speech on Brexit, and it was a 
theme that continued throughout 
the hour-long Q&A.

Committees are scrapped 
by council to save £l75k

A COUNCIL decision to axe committees that represent three differ¬ 
ent areas will save £175,000. 

Powys County Council voted to scrap its Montgomeryshire, Radnorshire and 
Brecknockshire committees by 34 votes to 22. 

Councillor Matthew Dorrance had initially proposed a recommendation that the shire 
committees should retain their current functions - meaning meetings would be held quar¬ 
terly with extra meetings available in cases of urgency.

Care home has 
closed its doors 

A CARE home at which the owner stole 
from a resident’s bank account has closed. 

Cherie Reynolds, 49, who ran the Ash 
Grove care home in St Martins near 
Oswestry, admitted stealing £3,850 when 
she made a recent appearance at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court. 

Reynolds admitted making eight cash 
withdrawals of between £100 and £300 from 
a resident’s account. 

She will appear for sentencing at a future 
date. It has now been revealed that Ash 
Grove in Church Lane is no longer run as 
a care home. 

Fran Jones, Shropshire Council’s con¬ 
tracts officer, said: “The home manager 
made a decision to close the home in 2017. 

“The two residents were supported by 
Shropshire Council to find alternative care 
arrangements.” 


proposed an amendment, that the shire 
committees should stop from the council’s 
annual meeting, to cut costs and to allow 
members to work in their own areas.

So with a little sadness to see the 
end of this committee, I feel very privileged 
to be the last chair of the Montgomeryshire 
committee and will continue in my role 
until the annual meeting in May.”

FASCINATING finds have been unearthed 
in the soils of Shropshire. 

Metal detectorist Chris Langston has had 
two rare finds, proving that there is plenty 
of history under our feet. 

Mr Langston, who runs the Oswestry 
Unearthed company, says he found an 
Elizabeth I, 1585 AD, silver hammered six¬ 
pence while metal detecting in fields around 
Oswestry. 


“This lovely find is in remarkable condi¬ 
tion albeit almost snapped in half probably 
by a modern plough,” he said. 

And he came across an 1850 Queen Victo¬ 
ria sixpence that had been counter stamped 
showing that it had travelled to South 
America. He said: “Post-independent Costa 
Rica, from 1839-1857, whilst under the 
reale/escudo system saw shortages of coin 
and foreign coins.”

Bright move 
is backed 
by council 

A BID for Oswestry to become a “solar 
town” has been backed by councillors. 

The move could see town council build¬ 
ings, schools, colleges and leisure centres 
join forces to install solar panels to provide 
green energy. 

At the council’s amenities committee 
meeting councillors agreed to bid for na¬ 
tional funding from the Rural Community 
Energy Fund to pay for a feasibility study 
into the idea. 

The move was first mooted by Councillor 
Mike Ishwerwood. 

Councillors were told that in its simplest 
form the community energy scheme invests 
in infrastructure - solar panels - generally 
on public buildings. 

The panels generate power which is used 
by the building occupants with any excess 
sold on to the National Grid. The meeting 
heard that before any decision is taken 
public drop-in sessions would have to take 
place to assess the level of support for a 
community energy scheme for Oswestry. 

Councillor Isherwood said he was pleased 
at the council’s decision. Speaking before 
the meeting he said: “Renewable energy 
schemes, mainly in the form of roof-top 
solar, are being established up and down 
the country.” 


bers are urging Shropshire Council to look 
at the bigger picture when planning. 

At a meeting in the town, society chair¬ 
man Saffron Rainey said the group wanted 
to spark a discussion and encourage Shrop¬ 
shire Council to take a longer term view of 
the area. Mr Rainey said Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil saw the A5 corridor in the west of the 
county - between the town and Gobowen 

- as a focus for growth. 

He said: “In 15 years Oswestry’s popu¬ 
lation will be 24,000, Gobowen, 3,750. By 
2050 the whole community will be between 
34,000 and 35.000. With 15-year plans, de¬ 
velopment happens field-by-field with no 
idea of the big picture. If the town grows 
only by disjointed housing estates they will 
have no social facilities, poor or non-exist¬ 
ent public transport. They will be far from 
shops and they won’t fit with the low car¬ 
bon life we must begin to lead.” 

The society says growth could be far 
more effective in making Oswestry a suc¬ 
cessful and thriving town. 

Mr Rainey said: “Housing and major 
employers, particularly the orthopaedic 
hospital, could be effectively linked by good 
public transport. All parts of Oswestry 
could have good access to the main railway 
and a strong case could be made for im¬ 
provements to the A5 to reduce congestion 
around the town. 

“Growing Oswestry in two new villages, 
and some southward growth of Gobowen 

- this is a way we can foster communities 
rather than faceless estates. The first vil¬ 
lage would be Parkhall, capitalising on its 
existing sports, social and employment. The 
second would be at Middleton, capitalising 
on its position between the main employ¬ 
ment sites proposed by Shropshire Council. 
We could make them ‘eco’ villages, based 
on solar power, clever drainage, cycling and 
electric cars.” 


A SCULPTURE to mark the 70th year of 
the National Health Service is being creat¬ 
ed using obsolete hospital equipment. 

The piece of art will be made in a partner¬ 
ship between Shrewsbury and Telford Hos¬ 
pital NHS Trust and the British Ironwork 
Centre near Oswestry, which will create the 
piece free of charge. 

A competition to design the structure has 
been launched with both organisations call¬ 
ing on the public to get involved. 

Pieces of equipment that can no longer 
be used or repaired include old blood pres¬ 
sure monitors, parts of hospital beds, mi¬ 
croscopes, a broken dialysis machine and 
wheelchairs. Artist Luke Kite will turn the 


winning design into a reality. The hospital 
trust is holding an NHS 70 Charity Fun 
Day on July 7 at the Shropshire Education 
Centre at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
when the sculpture will be revealed. 

Clive Knowles, from the centre, said: “We 
are delighted to be working with SaTH to 
create a stunning sculpture to mark the 
70th anniversary of the NHS. 

“We want to create something that stands 
the test of time and reflects the kind, caring 
and hard-working people who work in the 
organisation throughout Shropshire.”

There have been almost 2,000 
casualties on the stretch of the 
A5 between Shrewsbury and 
Chirk since 1991, of which over 
50 have been fatal. The esti¬ 
mated cost of these incidents 
stands at £180 million, not to 
mention the appalling human 
cost. In addition, the economic 
damage which the frequent con¬ 
gestion and delays cause to the 
local area is profound. Dualling 
the road has been one of my 
longest-running and, at times, 
most frustrating campaigns, but 
real progress is now being made 
to bring the A5 up to modern 
standards. A good road network 
is vital to any economy; improve¬ 
ments must be made. Last week, 
I had a very constructive meet¬ 
ing bringing together Shropshire 
Council, Midlands Connect and 
Highways England. The council 
demonstrated that it is on course 
to submit its detailed bid for du¬ 
alling to the Government’s Road 
Investment Strategy project - 
“RIS2” - in advance of the dead¬ 
line on February 7. Support from 
the Welsh Government is vital to 
the success of the A5 bid, so it 
was great that Ken Skates - the 
Welsh Transport Minister - con¬ 
firmed that he will do all in his 
power to help, bolstering the ex¬ 
isting arguments with safety and 
congestion data collected from 
over the border. 

The meeting also discussed 
the plans for the A483 Pant/ 
Llanymynech bypass. The infor¬ 
mation so far gathered for this 
project is less extensive than 
that for the A5, but there are 
draft proposals for the bypass’s 
potential route. The Pant/Llany- 
mynech bypass has been a dif¬ 
ficult conundrum to fix as it is a 
strategic Welsh road yet the dan¬ 
ger and the cost fall in England. 
Once again, the co-operation of 
Ken Skates and the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment in providing cross-bor¬ 
der studies will be imperative if 
we are to submit a second bid to 
RIS2 next month. 

Following these productive 
discussions, I met the Roads 
Minister Jesse Norman in West¬ 
minster. He stressed the impor¬ 
tance of thorough, up-to-date 
information, but confirmed that 
if both bids are received by the 
February deadline then he will 
be in a position to move forward 
with them. 

These are positive, exciting 
steps. Once the bids are sub¬ 
mitted, Midlands Connect and 
Highways England must collect 
more data, which will highlight 
how compelling the case is for 
urgent improvements to our 
roads for the sake of the safety 
and prosperity of the whole area.

ABOUT TOWN 


One late councillor that I knew 
well would turn in her grave if 
she learned of last week’s deci¬ 
sion to scrap the shire commit¬ 
tee system on Powys County 
Council - but this is just the first 
of some difficult decisions the 
authority will have to make. 

The late Councillor Anne Hol¬ 
loway was fiercely proud of the 
Montgomeryshire Committee 
which was retained during local 
government reorganisation in 
1996. She would have fought to 
the end against last week’s mo¬ 
tion to end the system and bank 
£170,000 in savings from end¬ 
ing the meetings at Welshpool, 
Brecon and Llandrindod. As 
Miss Holloway’s Welshpool suc¬ 
cessor on Powys County Coun¬ 
cil I was obliged to vote against 
the proposal - and could feel her 
watching from above - but deep 
down I knew this was a tradition 
doomed for the bin which is now 
home to so many historic dem¬ 
ocratic processes. The meetings 
currently give Montgomeryshire 
councillors the opportunities to 
consider local issues, the sort 
that are often swallowed up and 
forgotten on the bigger Powys 
stage. And there are also powers 
to make decisions on local high¬ 
ways issues where local knowl¬ 
edge is the all-important factor. 

So the meetings in March and 
May will be the last in Welsh¬ 
pool which fits nicely into place 
for the ongoing investigation 
into the future of Powys Coun¬ 
ty Council buildings in the north 
of the county with the Severn 
Street chamber being no longer 
needed. 

The cynics in our midst might 
just think that’s more than a co¬ 
incidence and they may just be 
right. But the truth of the matter 
is that unless the council is com¬ 
pletely transformed it is heading 
for disaster - and that transfor¬ 
mation is not going to be popular 
with anyone. 

The problem for the ruling 
Independent Group and Con¬ 
servative alliance at County 
Hall is that their plans may be 
delayed by political posturing 
from Labour, Liberal Democrats 
and Plaid parties and that could 
prove very damaging for us all. 

Huge changes to town and 
community councils are getting 
closer with many set to merge 
and more powers certain to be 
delegated to the new area bod¬ 
ies that will be asked to carry out 
many of the responsibilities of 
county councils. 

I envisage huge opposition to 
the changes. Imagine if Welsh¬ 
pool and Guilsfield councils are 
told to merge for instance? That 
would be one to look forward to 
witnessing. But the changes will 
have to be implemented.

Driving ambition behind 
town's model car museum 


TOBY NEAL finds out more 
about a small-scale visitor 
attraction which is heaven 
for model car fans 


BUT aren’t they just toys? 
“Yes,” says Bruce Lawson. 
“No! Some are, some are not,” 
says John Nunn. 

Whatever you like to call them, 
there are thousands and thousands 
of these model cars making this 
small-scale museum a heavenly 
place for boys of all ages - and girls 
too, as it all started with two mod¬ 
el cars, a Jaguar SS and an Alvis 
Sports, given to a 12-year-old girl 
many years ago. 

“If this was in the middle of Shrews¬ 
bury we would have hundreds of 
visitors,” says Bruce. Instead, the Clo- 
verlands Model Car Museum is in Mont¬ 
gomery and is aiming to spread the word 
a bit more. 

“We have run this show very infor¬ 
mally and done remarkably well with 
it, but we thought it was time to tell the 
world about it. When people come they go 
wow. They are amazed. This is the finest 
public collection of historical model cars 
in the United Kingdom.” 

It all began with one of those unex¬ 
pected discoveries. Bruce got in touch 
with Gillian Rogers of Llansantffraid as 
he wrote a book about Charles Rolls of 
Rolls-Royce fame, and she is a member of 
the Society of Motor Historians, which he 
too had just joined, and he wanted to tap 
into her knowledge. 

“When I spoke to her on the telephone 
she asked if I would like to come and see

her collection, called the Cloverlands 
Museum. 

“I said yes. This was totally inciden¬ 
tal - I had never heard of it before.” 

So Bruce went along with Roy 
Marthews. 

Shed 

“There was a shed, and we opened 
the door and walked in, and it was like 
a Miss Havisham moment. 

“It was covered in cobwebs and dusty. 

“We were the first people to view the 
collection for five years.” 

The collection was of 1,500 model 
cars of all makes and sizes, including 
the familiar Dinky, Corgi, Matchbox, 
and Tri-ang, as well as many more ob¬ 
scure items. 

Bruce was to learn the story behind 


Gillian’s huge collection. “She is 78 or 
79 now, but when she was 12 her father 
gave her two models and she started 
collecting. 

“She bought a 1934 Singer Le Mans 
car in 1958 and took it to Le Mans as 
a single girl, and the Nurburgring, and 
drove the car daily for 40 years. 

“She sold it when she gave up driv¬ 
ing, but still sends it a birthday card 
every year. 

“Roy and I asked if we could rent her 
collection and put it on display here in 
Montgomery, and she agreed.” 

Animal-lover Gillian had called it the 
Cloverlands Museum in memory of Clo¬ 
ver, her favourite dog, who loved riding 
in cars and spent many a happy hour 
on the parcel shelf, like a living mascot. 

Bruce and Roy Marthews had come 


across the collection in August 2014 and 
the Cloverlands museum opened above 
the library in Arthur Street, Montgom¬ 
ery, in the spring of 2015 in a part of the 
Montgomery Institute which had been 
empty, but has previously seen various 
uses, latterly as a pool and table tennis 
room. 

The model museum is a registered 
charity and its custodians are Bruce, 
John Nunn, Roy Marthews, Neil Dun¬ 
bar, and Nick Stephens. 

And since its opening, it has grown 
and grown as its renown has spread. 

“We have had people turning up say¬ 
ing that they have x amount of models in 
their loft, and asking if we want to put 
them on show,” said John. 

The upshot is that it now has about 
4,000 model cars on display - there’s no 
space to put any more on show - and has 
access to thousands more, allowing it to 
rotate and freshen up the displays. The 
core collection is Gillian’s, but others in¬ 
clude 300 the museum snapped up from 
Canada, and 1,000 racing cars inherited 
by the son of a Liverpudlian who do¬ 
nated them to the museum. 

Shrine 

Bruce said: “We have become a shrine 
for veteran motor car people. People 
keep giving us things. We have a Rolls- 
Royce flag from the top of the Sentinel 
factory in Shrewsbury which came from 
a lady in Worthen, whose father was a 
director there. She knows about the mu¬ 
seum and asked if we would like it. I said 
yes please.” 

Gillian’s contribution is of course cen¬ 
tre stage. Not only did she collect mod¬ 
els, but she made them too. 

The museum is free for children and 
£2.50 for adults. It opens Fridays, Sat¬ 
urdays and Sundays in the summer and 
Fridays and Saturdays only at winter.

CAN YOU ADVISE ON PERSONAL DATA PROTECTION 

BETWEEN OFFICES? 

Q: We are a successful business about to open two new offices and are looking to build our own intranet-based personnel system with a virtual 
two-way access platform. As there will be personal information stored and shared on it, what should we be aware of regarding data protection? 
A. In mid-2018 a new General Data Protection Regulation (GDPR) will be coming into force. The main difference between the GDPR and the 
current Data Protection Act will be the requirement to put into place procedures that will comply with new transparency and individuals’ rights 
provisions. The emphasis will be on the way data is kept, shared and ultimately removed. If you do not have a data controller now would be a 
good time to appoint one as there is provision for some hefty turnover-based fines for non-compliance. 

Carry out an information audit and document all the personal data you hold, where it came from and who you share it with. This includes 
information on external individual customers or clients as well as staff. As you will be network sharing it will be essential to store accurate personal 
data, so incorporate a system procedure to ensure inaccuracies can be put right and communicated globally. 

Currently when collecting personal data you must inform people, usually through a privacy notice, of your identity and how you intend to use their 
data. Under the GDPR you will also have to explain your legal basis for processing the data, the data retention period and the person’s right to 
complain to the Information Commissioner’s Office if they are unhappy with the way you are handling their data. 

Carrying out a complete review of all your company’s documentation, data and information sharing procedures now would give you time to run 
your proposed provisions past your legal team and iron out any potential problems.

Hall is at centre of £250,000 bid

A VILLAGE hall could be trans¬ 
formed into a more modern com¬ 
munity hub under a £250,000 
proposal. 

Early discussions have taken 
place into the re-development 
of Morda Village Hall, near 
Oswestry, which has been de¬ 
scribed as being no longer fit for 
purpose. 

The building, which currently 
houses a village hall, social club, 
day centre, snooker room and 
other meeting rooms would be 
replaced by a new modern de¬ 
signed building to cater for the 
whole of the community. Work 
to improve the sports facilities at 
the adjacent Morda United Foot¬ 
ball Club would also be included. 

Plans have been backed by 
members of Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil and would be funded by the 
Community Infrastructure Levy 
that has been created by the 
substantial number of housing 
developments in the village in 
the last 10 years. 

Oswestry Rural Parish Coun¬ 
cillor Robert Milton believes it 
would be the biggest ever invest¬ 
ment in the growing village. He 
said: “This project would give 
Morda a hub for various differ¬ 
ent organisations to use, and is 
what Morda needs to bring it up 
to standard with Oswestry and 
other villages.” 


Tourismtax 
plan would 
hit jobs says 
new report 

A NEW report has warned of the 
damage a tourism tax could caused to 
the industry in Wales. 

The Welsh Government is propos¬ 
ing to introduce a tourism tax on busi¬ 
ness in the country, but businesses in 
Mid Wales, who rely heavily on tour¬ 
ism, have criticised the tax. 

Members of the Wales Tourism 
Alliance have met officials of cabinet 
secretary for finance and local gov¬ 
ernment Mark Drakeford’s treasury 
team to express their worries about a 
possible tax. It is one of four ideas for 
new taxes on which the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment has invited views. 

The alliance is so concerned about 
the proposal that it asked tourism 
expert Professor Annette Pritchard 
to prepare a report. In her study, she 
warns that a tourism tax would dam¬ 
age the economic performance, brand 
and prospects for Wales. 

The report states: “The UK tour¬ 
ism industry has one of the world’s 
highest tax burdens. Most European 
countries have significantly reduced 
VAT on their tourism industries to 
encourage growth, employment and 
revenue. 

“The imposition of higher taxes has 
been shown to inhibit growth, em¬ 
ployment, revenue and holiday-tak¬ 
ing. Tourism outperforms all Welsh 
Government priority sectors and 
is the country’s second largest em¬ 
ployer. A proposed tourism tax will 
damage its economic performance, 
brand and prospects. 

“It will also increase social ex¬ 
clusion, undermine policies to cre¬ 
ate a more healthy Wales, limit 
opportunities for economic growth 
in Welsh-speaking heartlands and 
disproportionately impact those least 
able to afford to take a holiday.”

The culprits were caught on that occa¬ 
sion. Mr Roberts added: “It was quite dis¬ 
appointing to discover it, but we were able 
to open the following day which was good. 
After the last theft, the landlord to be fair 
to him put up a new iron gate but they’ve 
got over that as well.

Leader backing 
smacking ban 

THE Welsh Liberal Democrat leader 
says a ban on smacking children is a 
matter of common sense. 

Jane Dodds, from Welshpool, who 
was elected as leader in 2017, has re¬ 
sponded to a 12-week consultation on 
the issue by the Welsh Government. 

Proposals would see the removal of 
reasonable punishment as a defence 
for assault or battery, and would out¬ 
law smacking as a form of punishment 
in Wales. 

Mrs Dodds said: “The Welsh Lib¬ 
eral Democrats have consistently sup¬ 
ported banning smacking by ending 
the defence of reasonable chastise¬ 
ment. 

“This common sense step is sup¬ 
ported by children’s organisations 
across Wales and gives children the 
same protections from assault as their 
adult peers.” 


Housing scheme given 
the council's go-ahead

SHELTERED accommodation for 
people with learning disabilities 
will be built in Welshpool after 
being passed by councillors. 

Wales and West Housing Associ¬ 
ation lodged a planning application 
with Powys County Council to build 
eight sheltered bungalows and a staff¬ 
ing unit on land off Foundry Lane in 
Welshpool. 

Planners at the council had proposed 
that the application be accepted by coun¬ 
cillors and be given conditional planning 
consent. 

The proposed site near to the Montgom¬ 
ery Canal has been left unused for some 
time and is allocated within the Powys Uni¬ 
tary Development Plan for housing, and is 
proposed to accommodate 10 dwellings. 

The application includes the housing, 
along with formation of vehicular access 
and roadway, parking and all associated 
works. The scheme will comprise two 
homes to be for independent living and 
six for assisted living, for individuals with 
learning difficulties. Residents will receive 
care from staff within their own homes 
with staff accommodation to be placed on 
site. A site notice was put up and in the 
time it was in place no objections were re¬ 
ceived to the proposed development. 

Welshpool Town Council supported the 
application and said: “The council is keen 
to support affordable housing and for local 
needs wherever possible.” 


Fire crews’ bag it and bank it plea

Fire stations across the UK 
are involved in the Bag it and 
Bank it campaign. Billy Barrett, 
from Welshpool, said: “This 
year is the 75th birthday of the 
firefighters charity. To mark 
this anniversary Welshpool 
Firefighters are promoting this 
year’s #bagitandbankit cam¬ 
paign, and with your help we’re 
hoping to raise as much money 
as possible from textile recycling 
from our station’s clothes bank 
in 2018.” 

Proceeds from the sale of the 
textiles goes to the firefighters’ 
charity which supports over 
5.000 people a year, serving and 
retired firefighters and their 
families. 

It supports a wide range of 
services including rehabilita¬ 
tion, health and well-being, 
nursing and mental health. 


Residents 
left in the 
lurch' over 
broadband 

A POLITICIAN believes people in 
Mid Wales who have been promised 
superfast broadband have again been 
“left in the lurch”. 

Montgomeryshire AM Russell 
George has been championing better 
broadband across Montgomeryshire 
and Powys for years and believes that 
Superfast Cymru, a publicly-funded 
roll out scheme which ended in De¬ 
cember, was a “public communica¬ 
tions disaster”. 

Mr George raised the point at First 
Minister’s questions with Carwyn 
Jones, who said the government could 
consider how best to ensure people 
can get connected. 

BT Openreach had been carrying 
out the work under a contract with 
funding from Europe, and the UK and 
Welsh Governments, and said in De¬ 
cember more than 700,000 properties 
had been added 

However, Mr George said residents 
are still not connected. 

He said: “My constituents have 
been repeatedly promised fibre broad¬ 
band only to be told that an upgrade 
will be delayed on several occasions. 

“Now they find they have been left 
in the lurch because Openreach has 
run out of time.” 

Public funds had been given to 
Openreach to extend the project. 

The First Minister admitted com¬ 
munication had not been adequate 
and that some structures had not 
been finished as a result of the Super¬ 
fast Cymru project coming to an end 
in December. He said the government 
was considering how best to ensure 
more people are connected.

New health

A NEW chairman has been appointed 
to the Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital 
NHS Trust. 

Ben Reid, a qualified accountant who 
lives in Worcestershire, will take up the 
role until January 31, 2021. 

He will be paid £32,158 per year, for 
which he is expected to devote two to 
three days per week for his duties as 
chairman.

Patients are 
put on hold 
by service 

SHROPSHIRE’S neurology service will 
not be taking new patients until the 
spring, health bosses have confirmed. 

Dr Julie Davies, director of perfor¬ 
mance and delivery at Shropshire clinical 
commissioning group, said she was hope¬ 
ful the service would open to new refer¬ 
rals in April. 

The service had to temporarily close to 
new referrals last year, with health bosses 
saying they were unable to manage de¬ 
mand due to staffing difficulties. But Dr 
Davies said that health chiefs have been 
working with tertiary centres on plans 
which could see neurologists from outside 
the county travelling to Shropshire to see 
patients. 

She said: “Shrewsbury and Telford 
Hospital NHS Trust is waiting for the 
formal proposal to come back from the 
tertiary centre. 

“Then we will have a better idea of the 
timescale it will take. It’s not open to new 
referrals at the moment. We hope to have 
additional capacity from April.” 

Neurology services treat conditions af¬ 
fecting the nervous system, including the 
brain, spinal cord, nerve, muscles and 
their connections.

Son speaks of devastation of father’s murder

THE son of murdered Shropshire business¬ 
man Satnam Singh Blugher has spoken of the 
devastating effects of the tragedy on his family. 

Hardeep Singh, known as Harry, found his 
father’s body at Tony’s Diner on the A458 
at Halfway House, between Shrewsbury and 
Welshpool, after the proprietor failed to open 
the door for a delivery on June 26, his day off. 

He had been stabbed and struck more than 
50 times by a kitchen worker the previous 


night after closing time. In an emotional victim 
impact statement Harry Singh explained how 
as the family mourned their loss of the 67-year- 
old, they were left shouldering mounting debts 
and a capital gains bill from the taxman as a 
result of the untimely death. 

Last week Belkar Singh, 58, was jailed for 
life for the murder of Mr Blugher, who was 
known locally as Mr B. He was caught red- 
handed with the victim’s life savings and jew¬ 


ellery belonging to the family two days after 
fleeing to Handsworth, in Birmingham. 

Following the jury’s unanimous guilty ver¬ 
dict Harry Singh’s statement was read aloud 
to the court by prosecuting barrister Mr Clive 
Mason QC as part of the sentencing procedure. 

“Since my dad was so brutally murdered last 
summer it has sent me to a very dark place,” 
the hearing at Stafford was told. 

“I was left in the diner, to sort out all the 


mess left behind at the same time as trying to 
set up my new Subway business. Even to this 
day I have no idea how I got through it. 

“I can’t go back into the diner which still has 
a mortgage on it. We’ve had to lease it out for a 
fraction of the value,” he also stated. He spoke 
of how he previously thought of killer Belkar 
Singh as being “likeable” and had invited him 
round to his home for dinner on Christmas 
Eve.

Bosses insist changes to policing are not

FEWER officers will be stationed at police bas¬ 
es across Shropshire as part of changes by the 
force. 

But bosses have insisted they were not mak¬ 
ing cuts and instead reacting to the challenges 
of patrolling the county. 

Two serving officers, who do not wish to be 
named, have raised concerns about the changes 
by West Mercia Police. 

One officer has claimed that, in April, there 
is a plan to reduce the number of officers in sta¬ 
tions around the county. 

The officer claimed the reductions would be 
in Oswestry, Shrewsbury, Ludlow, Bridgnorth 
and Market Drayton, with a 25 per cent cut, 
along with cuts in support.

A SHROPSHIRE COUNCIL cabinet 
member did not take part in two 
authority votes because he had re¬ 
ceived a summons for unpaid coun¬ 
cil tax. 

Councillor Steve Davenport, who is cur¬ 
rently Shropshire Council’s member re¬ 
sponsible for highways, said the situation 
had arisen in relation to a property that 
he rents out. 

The councillor, who represented St Martins 
near Oswestry, was named in a Private Eye 
magazine report. 

The report revealed he had been summonsed 
over £738.97 in unpaid council tax. 

The summons was withdrawn after he paid 
the bill in full. 

The situation, which arose in 2016/17, led to 
Councillor Davenport being unable to vote on 
two matters at a meeting in December 2016. 

Frustrated 

Councillor Davenport said he had been left 
frustrated at having to pay council tax he con¬ 
sidered was the responsibility of someone else. 

He said: “At a property I rent out to some¬ 
one, they said they had left and had not paid 
the council tax so I was left with the bill. 

“I actually fought it but I lost.” 

“It was my choice to opt out of voting, I said 
“I will leave the chamber” and I did. 

“I was so angry because not only did they 
leave me with the bill but they left the property 
in an awful state. 

“I actually paid someone else’s council tax as 
far as I was concerned and I did not want to do 
that. It was very frustrating.” 

Claire Porter, head of legal and democratic 
services at Shropshire Council, confirmed 
Councillor Davenport had voluntarily with¬ 
drawn from voting. 

She said: “Under Section 106 of the Local 
Government Finance Act 1992 a councillor 
whose council tax payments are two months’ 
overdue must make a declaration to that effect, 
and refrain from voting on matters relating to 
budget requirements, council tax amounts, or 
precepts. 

“At the meeting of the full Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil on December 15, 2016, Councillor Davenport 
acted in accordance with the legislation, and ex¬ 
cused himself for two papers: Setting the Coun¬ 
cil Taxbase for 2017/18, and Financial Strategy 
2017/18. This is recorded in the minutes of that 
meeting.”

INCOME at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital has reduced by £150,000 in the last 
month because of adverse weather condi¬ 
tions. 

Board members heard from director of 
finance Craig Macbeth at a meeting about 
the hospital’s financial performance in De¬ 
cember. 

He told members there was a reduced 
elective capacity, both for patients and the 
workforce, and the intense snowfall in De¬ 
cember was a challenge to the hospital. 

As a result of the adverse weather, Mr 
Macbeth said the income for the hospital 
reduced by £150,000, and that was coupled 
with the normal pressures it faces on a 
monthly basis. 

The snowy conditions meant that the 
hospital could not utilise as much theatre 
time as normal. 

Just 84.6 per cent of theatre lists were 
utilised in December, and the trust was 26 
sessions short, partly due to the weather 
and partly due to not being able to secure 
sufficient additional sessions between 
Christmas and New Year. 

Mr Macbeth also reported a deficit in De¬ 
cember of £804,000, and the hospital was 
£183,000 behind its recovery plan target. 

However he said cash balances remained 
static for the month of December which is 
in line with the plan.

John Swogger is an archaeological illus¬ 
trator who lives near Oswestry, but works 
for large, international excavation and re¬ 
search projects around the world. Engag¬ 
ing public audiences with local heritage, he 
says, presents an ongoing struggle to local 
archaeology and history organisations. It 
is difficult to make information about the 
past meaningful, accessible and engaging 
all at once. Using comics, however, enables 
information to be presented in a way that 
overcomes unfamiliarity with a subject by 
“showing” as well as “telling”. 

The Oswestry Heritage Comics project is 
an example of how this approach can take 
the complexity of local history and archae¬ 
ology and present it in an easily-accessible 
way to audiences who may not have taken 
much of an interest in the past before.

Research work 
in the spotlight 

A HOSPITAL’S research department is 
bursting at the seams and needs room to 
expand, a clinical director has said. 

Andrew Roberts, trust clinical director of 
research at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospi¬ 
tal, told board members at a meeting that 
the department, which has 19 staff on a full 
and part-time basis, needs room to expand. 

However he said due to a shortage of 
extra space at the site in Gobowen, it would 
prove difficult. 

He outlined to board members the work 
done by the clinical research team, and 
how it was of benefit both financially and 
medically. 

He said: “We need enough space to ex¬ 
pand our clinical research in an efficient 
fashion as the as the department is burst¬ 
ing at the seams. 

“However I am pleased with the work of 
such a dedicated research office.” 

Despite the good work of the office, Mr 
Roberts was concerned on a few difficulties 
that faced his team. 

He stated that one disappointing factor 
facing the research team was the Clinical 
Research Network funding that had re¬ 
duced across the West Midlands. 

He said the trust this year will receive 
£210,000 to support research, which is a 
£6,000 drop on the previous year.

at restaurant 
broke visa rules 

AN Indian restaurant is facing a fine of up 
to £40,000 after two workers were found 
to have overstayed their visas following an 
immigration raid. 

Bengal Spices in Llanymynech was 
raided on January 18 as part of an oper¬ 
ation that targeted six businesses across 
Wales. 

In the eatery on Shropshire/Powys, a 
Bangladeshi man, aged 33, was found 
working having overstayed his work visa. 

A further Bangladeshi man, aged 43, had 
also overstayed his visit visa and was found 
upstairs in living accommodation. 

Both are now in detention pending re¬ 
moval from the UK. 

Each business was served a notice warn¬ 
ing that they faced a financial penalty of 
up to £20,000 for each illegal worker found, 
unless they could demonstrate that appro¬ 
priate document checks were carried out. 

Elsewhere, raids took place in Llandrin¬ 
dod Wells, Merthyr Tydfil, Chepstow, Lla- 
nfarian and Cardigan. 

The Fish Bar at Weston House, High 
Street in Llandrindod Wells was visited on 
January 18, and a 44 year old Indian man 
was detained after checks revealed he had 
overstayed his work visa.

FIREFIGHTERS rescued a woman 
and a girl from a car which became 
stranded as flooding and high winds 
hit the region. 

The rescue, just off the A483 near Pool 
Quay, Welshpool, happened when the car 
was caught in floodwaters. 

A fire service spokeswoman said: “On arrival, 
the firefighters found a woman and a young girl 
in a car which had left the road. 

“Firefighters used a rescue sled and wad¬ 
ing poles to rescue the two and escort them to 
safety before towing the car out of flood water. 

“The crews were sent from Welshpool and 
Aberystwyth.” It happened on Tuesday last 
week as surface water made for tricky driving 
conditions and river levels across rose. Fields 
and flood plains have been swamped with rising 
water and alerts have been placed on a num¬ 
ber of waterways. At Montford Bridge, near 
Shrewsbury, the River Severn flooded sur¬ 
rounding fields and at Llanymynech fast-flow¬ 
ing flood waters spilled on to farm land.

Dave Throup, Environment Agency manager 
for Herefordshire and Worcestershire, said: 
“The River Severn is very full at the moment. 

“These are normal winter levels for the 
river and people are well used to this sort of 
weather.” 

Emergency services have been kept busy in 
the last week attending a number of road traffic 
accidents.

Reflecting on the last 12 months, the chief 
constable said: “I was so proud to return to Dy¬ 
fed-Powys Police. 

“I was very clear that to begin the turn¬ 
around the inspectorate had identified was 
needed and, most importantly our workforce 
was telling us they wanted to see, I needed to 
get out amongst our officers and staff. 

Hear 

“I needed to hear, see and feel what had 
changed. 

“The communities we serve are the safest na¬ 
tionally and, the likelihood of offenders being 


brought to justice here is amongst the highest 
nationally. 

“What else was going on? 

“What had changed? 

“What I saw and heard about were dedicated 
teams of people trying to do the best they could, 
but in very challenging circumstances. 

“Two cost saving and restructure pro¬ 
grammes had seen many resources stripped 
back, with officers and staff working to deliver 
an equivalent service, with growing demands.” 

Working alongside Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Dafydd Llywelyn, Chief Constable 
Collins went about making changes including 
setting up the witness care service Goleudy. 

He also implemented a number of different

Watch Facebook group, and ways of tackling 
other areas including street level intelligence, 
distribution of drugs, and work to investigate 
child sexual exploitation online. He praised the 
work of officers on the ground, and the commit¬ 
ment they have shown to rural areas.

He added: “What has stood out for me during 
my first year is the dedication and commitment 
our officers, staff and volunteers have for the 
communities they serve. 

“Policing is a challenging profession and to 
see report after report saying the force requires 
improvement, along with an ever-changing 
shift in demand and a change in leadership at 
the top, hasn’t been easy for them.”

MORE than £40,000 of damage has 
been caused to police cars owned 
by the force covering Mid Wales. 

In total three police forces in Wales had 
to stump up £3.5 million over four years 
due to cars damaged by crashes and driver 
error. 

From April 2013 to April 2017, more than 
4,200 incidents saw vehicles damaged by of¬ 
ficers, animals and criminals. 

The highest number, 500, were damaged by 
reversing, while 108 were damaged by animals, 
and 29 needed fixing after problems with the 
weather. 

In Dyfed-Powys, 45 cars were damaged when 
officers hit either animals or birds, and 60 col¬ 
lided with a bollard or a post, with damaged to 
91 caused by a “third party”. 

The value of the damage was given as 
£47,000. 

South Wales Police racked up a bill of £2.6 
million for damaged cars, with 27 vehicles left 
written off. 

Lowest 

North Wales Police had the lowest bill of 
£400,000, after 1,339 incidents saw vehicles 
damaged, including one in April 2016 when of¬ 
ficers used a police car to run over and kill a dog 
on the loose on the A55. 

Among the statistics, data showed blue lights 
were knocked off, windscreens cracked and cell 
doors broken. 

James Price, campaign manager at the Tax- 
Payers’ Alliance, said the police should have 
a “long hard look at the way they treat their 
cars”. 

He said: “The police are constantly asking 
for more money, but clearly they have been 
wasting our cash by driving recklessly and not 
respecting the equipment that taxpayers have 
funded.” 

A Dyfed-Powys Police spokesperson said each 
year the force reviews changes and lessons that 
can be learned. 

A spokesperson said: “Each incident is re¬ 
viewed to identify if there are any lessons to be 
learned and where necessary proportionate ac¬ 
tion is taken in cases where an officer or police 
staff member has been responsible for causing 
the damage.” 

Huw Jones of North Wales Police’s fleet man¬ 
agement said half of the vehicles involved in in¬ 
cidents with animals only needed safety checks 
and had no damage. 


SAFETY barriers are being replaced on a road 
bridge near Oswestry seven months after they 
were damaged in a crash. 

Temporary barriers and a speed limit have 
been in place on the A483/A5 Chirk bypass 
since a crash in June when a car came peril¬ 
ously close to plunging hundreds of feet off the 
bridge into the River Ceiriog below. 

Specialist highway contractors struggled to 
source replacement barriers because stockpiles 


had been pressed into use in London terror at¬ 
tacks in the summer. 

Work started on replacing the barriers on 
the busy trunk road between the Gledrid and 
Halton roundabouts on Monday and will last 
until March 21. The roadworks will see the 
safety barriers upgraded to bring them up to 
scratch with the latest standards and aim to 
make the road safer. 

Contractor, the North and Mid Wales Trunk 


Road Agency, said the width of the road will be 
narrowed during the works and there will be a 
40 mile an hour speed limit. 

There will also be some overnight road clo¬ 
sures with traffic diverted through the town 
of Chirk. Any abnormal loads will be escorted 
across the bridge which the agent said may 
cause minor delays. The bypass is a bottleneck 
on the A483, one of the main arterial roads 
through Wales. 


County has largest number of substandard bridges 


POWYS has the largest number of substand¬ 
ard bridges in Wales. 

The county has weight restrictions on 62 
of its 1,336 bridges, the same number as Car¬ 
marthenshire. 

Its head of highways says that as the larg¬ 
est in Wales the county has significantly more 
than other Welsh councils to maintain and the 
number of those sub-standard is the same as 
the previous year. 

Across the UK the number of council-owned 
road bridges deemed substandard rose by 


seven per cent in the last year, new figures 
show. Some 3,441 bridges in Britain were not 
fit to support the heaviest lorries in 2016/17, 
according to motoring research charity RAC 
Foundation. 

This represents around one in every 22 of the 
74,000 bridges on the local road network and is 
up from 3,203 the previous year. 

Many of these structures have weight restric¬ 
tions and others are under programmes of in¬ 
creased monitoring or managed decline. Nigel 
Brinn, Powys County Council’s head of high¬ 


ways, transport and recycling, said: “Bridges 
are an essential component to the highway 
network which we have a duty to maintain in a 
safe condition. As the largest county in Wales, 
Powys has over 5,000km of roads and 1,336 
bridges, significantly more than other Welsh 
councils. 

“Bridges that fail an assessment for carry¬ 
ing 44 tonne vehicles are managed in a num¬ 
ber of ways to ensure the safety of the user. 
Weight limits are used to reduce the effects of 
loading and help preserve structures for the fu¬ 


ture. Bridges categorised as sub-standard can 
include those that were built to earlier design 
standards or those that have deteriorated with 
age.” 

He said that the decision for implementing a 
weight limit was not taken lightly. 

He said: “The rate of deterioration of a bridge 
is assessed alongside the failure mechanisms 
and the consequence of failure. These factors 
are balanced against the cost and viability of 
strengthening works as well as the traffic flows 
over the structure.” 


BEES in Shropshire are set for a buzzing 
future thanks to money raised through 
Shropshire Council’s new countryside 
membership scheme 

Launched in December 2016, the Shrop¬ 
shire’s Great Outdoors has membership 
fees that go to the maintenance of Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s countryside parks and sites. 

Now, the money raised in the first year 
of the scheme is to be used to improve and 
enhance the Bee Metropolis that sits along¬ 
side The Mere at Ellesmere and provides 
a home to solitary bees and other inverte¬ 
brates. 

The planned work includes enhanced 
wildflower beds and new information 
boards showing types of British bees and 
the food plants they require to survive. It 
will be carried out in early summer and the 
start of work will be marked with a special 
bee-themed day of events and activities at 
the site, including a bee safari run by the 
Bumblebee Conservation Trust. 

Shaun Burkey, country parks and sites 
officer with Shropshire Council, said: “The 
Bee Metropolis was created for our bees 
which, as we know, are suffering terribly 
due to a number of factors including pes¬ 
ticides and a lack of nectar-rich flowering 
plants. When three beech trees became 
diseased and had to be felled we decided to 
create the Bee Metropolis.” 

Businessman

A LEADING Shropshire businessman is 
putting the wheels in motion for a Brexit 
party in 2019. 

Clive Knowles, chairman of the British 
Ironwork Centre at Aston near Oswestry, 
says the move to host a party for the com¬ 
munity is not a political one but one to cel¬ 
ebrate a future Britain.

Concern voiced 
over homes plan 

A RESIDENT living close to a proposed de¬ 
velopment of 150 homes believes the area 
is being spoilt by over-development. 

Jennings Estates Ltd has applied for per¬ 
mission to develop on land south of Middle- 
ton Road in Oswestry. 

Theresa Williams, who lives in Heritage 
Park, said: “Somehow developers these 
days do not take into consideration the 
amount of extra vehicles that come with 
these developments. 

“The existing Heritage Park develop¬ 
ment has major parking issues, cars parked 
on pavements, too close to junctions and all 
to accommodate large areas of public open 
space which is poorly maintained. 

“We need driveways and good gardens 
for family homes and not parking for one 
vehicle and a postage stamp garden. 

“This lane is being spoilt by verges being 
destroyed by over use and vast amounts of 
discarded rubbish discarded from vehicles. 
More consultation needs to be had before 
any more homes are built in this area of 
Oswestry.” 

In the outline planning application, con¬ 
sultants say the developer is simply seeking 
a means of access into the land at present 
although the reports says it is envisaged 
that homes will be similar to those already 
in the Middleton Road area. 


UNEMPLOYMENT has risen across the re¬ 
gion for the first time in several months - al¬ 
though in Telford fewer people claimed jobless 
benefits.

Outlook brighter but mortgage 
market expected to remain flat 



The outlook for the mortgage market in 
the UK is more optimistic than a year 
ago but overall activity is expected 
to be flat in 2018 and next year due 
to continued economic uncertainty, 
according to a new report. 

But the outlook varies depending on 
different lending sectors with buy to 
let activity in particular not expected to 
recover this year or even in 2019. The 
report from UK Finance says buy to let has 
been weaker than expected. 

It explains that several different factors 
are weighing on buy to let activity. Lenders 
tightened affordability criteria ahead of 
the Prudential Regulation Authority’s 
stress tests, which came into effect at 
the beginning of 2017, and the tax relief 
changes began to take effect from April, 
the first stage of a four-year transition. 
These two changes, along with the change 
in stamp duty for additional homes means 
buy to let house activity has been flat since 
June 2016. 

It points out that there is still uncertainty 
in how landlords will react to the income 
tax changes. “We have not seen any 
sudden contraction in lending as a 
result, but expect landlords to become 
more cautious and will likely limit their 
ability to re-leverage their portfolios,” the 
report adds. It also points out that the 
housing market is in a similar position 
to the economy, slightly subdued, with 
some components holding up better than 
expected. 

“As most housing transactions are 
discretionary, it is often the case that 
activity levels tend to bear the brunt of any 
uncertainty, as buyers and sellers wait to 
get a clearer picture of where the economy 
might be headed. For this reason, we 
expect overall activity to be fairly flat over 
the next two years, in part a result of the 


economic uncertainty,” the report adds. 
UK Finance does not expect house prices 
to fall as a lack of supply continues to prop 
up values. But it does forecast that house 
price growth will slow over the next two 
years and then grow in line with earnings. 

“We expect to see regulated house 
purchase activity to grow modestly in 
2018, driven wholly by first-time buyers, as 
home mover numbers remain flat. This is 
expected to continue into 2019,” it says. 

The forecast says that first-time 
buyer numbers performed better than 
expected over the course of 2017, helped 
by Government schemes, good credit 
availability, and competitive mortgage 


rates. “We expect to see a continued 
recovery in first-time buyer numbers, 
though at a slower rate than seen over 
the last few years,” the report says, but it 
adds that first-time buyers continue to face 
affordability issues. 

Flome mover activity also performed a 
little better than expected, but is still only 
likely to match levels over the past three 
years and activity if forecast to remain at 
this level over the next two years. Flowever, 
remortgage activity has been stronger than 
expected. 

Prospects for the UK economy are likely 
to remain more uncertain than usual for 
the next few years as a consequence of 


Brexit. Data for the first nine months of 2017 
shows that the economy has been growing 
at a slower pace than over the last few 
years, the report points out. 

And it explains that while it’s still not clear 
how Brexit will pan out, it is worth bearing 
in mind that the housing market is relatively 
well insulated than many other parts of 
the economy, as most activity is driven 
domestically. 

It suggests that should Brexit negotiations 
adversely affect the UK economy, 
policymakers may well see the housing 
market as a way to stabilise the economy, 
as has been the case in the past, and are 
likely to take policy action accordingly.

House builders 
optimistic despite 
fears over Brexit 

The construction industry in the UK overall is 
its least optimistic for five years amid fears 
over Brexit and an economic slowdown, but 
house builders are more optimistic, new 
research shows. 

Some building firms won the most work for 
several months in December but the number of 
companies expecting a rise in output levels over 
the next 12 months was the weakest recorded 
since the middle of 2013, according to the Markit/ 
Cips UK construction index. 

Flowever, the dip in the PM I appears to be 
largely due to falling levels of commercial work 
and this is offset by a growing number of house 
building projects. Indeed, the prospect of greater 
workloads led firms to take on staff and buy 
materials at the fastest pace in two years over 
December. 

According to Samuel Tombs, chief 
UK economist at consultancy Pantheon 
Macroeconomics, support from the Government 
should keep house building going in 2018, 
although he warned construction output overall 
was likely to be flat. 

Overall just over a third of construction firms 
in the survey see an increase in activity over the 
course of 2018, while 11 per cent anticipate a 
reduction. They say they are facing strong cost 
pressures as a result of the weak pound and 
Brexit driving up the cost of importing materials. 

It should not be a surprise that Brexit is having 
an effect on commercial and industrial output, 
according to Steve Mansour, chief executive 
officer of construction insurance specialist CRL. 

Fie believes that when it comes to house 
building, developers need to provide what is 
wanted by buyers. “Currently, we are seeing 
developers build multitudes of three-bed family 
homes, in a bid to solve the ever evolving housing 
shortage. There has to be a shift this year to fit 
with demand, which will create more choice in 
the market, and respond to consumer need,” 
he said. “Developers must start recognising 
this if they are to stay ahead of the game. This 
shouldn’t mean increased property prices, it 
should mean a welcome change, one of bespoke 
or enhanced product offerings for consumers,” 
he explained. 

“Technological advancements have already 
improved construction and we expect this to 
expand this year, through processes such as 
modular building and 3D printing. Expect more 
virtual reality and augmented reality use, with 
potential buyers visiting the shell of a virtual 
house, allowing them to design and configure 
a truly unique home. This will mean a fit-for- 
purpose property, which will hopefully result in 
purchasers staying in their homes for longer,” he 
pointed out. 

Fie wants it to be a year for entrepreneurialism 
and further innovation in the construction 
industry. “Overall, the outlook for the industry is 
bright, but it will have its challenges. The best 
thing we can do is stay knowledgeable and open 
to new ideas and ways of working,” he added. 


Remortgage loan approvals hit a nine-year 
high in November, just as borrowers were 
experiencing the first base rate rise in over a 
decade, Bank of England figures show. 

Some 53,922 remortgage loans were approved, 
marking the highest figure since October 2008, the 
Bank’s Money and Credit report said. 

The report also showed that consumers’ 
borrowing using credit cards, personal loans and 
overdrafts fell back to a near two-year low in the 
run-up to Christmas, prompting suggestions that 
rising interest rates may have had a “significant 
psychological impact” on some potential 
borrowers. 

The number of mortgage approvals made to 
home buyers also edged up month-on-month in 
November, to 65,139, from 64,887 in October. 

This figure was still slightly below the monthly 
average of 66,562 over the previous six months. 

The Bank of England base rate was increased 
from 0.25% to 0.5% in early November - the first 
increase in more than 10 years. 

Jeremy Leaf, a north London estate agent and a 
former residential chairman of the Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors (Rics), said the large 
number of remortgage loans in the latest figures 
suggests borrowers were seeking to protect 
themselves from further potential increases in 



interest rates. Discussing the housing market 
generally, he said: “Looking forward, we anticipate 
a fairly steady market in early 2018 and no great 
changes one way or another, with realistic vendors 
much more likely to do deals rather than those who 
are still holding out for unrealistic prices.” 

The annual growth rate of consumer credit - 
which includes borrowing using credit cards, 
personal loans and overdrafts - slowed to 9.1% in 
November, the lowest rate since December 2015. 

The Bank said the weaker rate of growth in 
consumer credit was partly due to a particularly 
strong flow of consumer credit in November 2016 


nine-year high 

falling out of the latest annual figure. Concerns 
have been raised that recent strong growth levels in 
consumer credit could suggest some households 
are at risk of over-stretching their borrowing. 

In August, the annual growth rate in consumer 
credit was in double digits, at 10 per cent, before 
slowing to 9.8 per cent in September and 9.5 per 
cent in October, then 9.1 per cent in November. 

Floward Archer, chief economic adviser for EY 
ITEM Club, said: “ It remains to be seen just how 
much effect the Bank of England’s interest rate hike 
at the start of November has in dampening impact 
on consumers’ willingness to borrow. 

“While the increase was just 25 basis points 
and interest rates are still at historically very low 
levels, there could well have been a significant 
psychological impact on potential borrowers given 
that it was the first interest rate hike since 2007. 

“It does appear that lenders have been reining 
in the amount of unsecured credit available to 
consumers and tightening their lending standards.” 

Fie said increased concerns over personal 
finances may be encouraging some consumers to 
be more cautious in their borrowing. 

Mr Archer added: “Flowever, the persistent 
squeeze on consumer purchasing power is likely 
continuing to fuel the need for some consumers to 
borrow.”

A viation fans have a rare 

chance to get a closer look 
inside historic cockpits 
and vehicles at the RAF 
Museum in Cosford this 
month. 

This year, the RAF Museum is offering visitors the 
chance to look inside 100 cockpits and vehicles from the 
collection across both its sites at Cosford and London. 

There will be a series of eight events throughout 2018 
to celebrate the RAF’s centenary. 

Visitors will be able to access more of the museum’s 
historic aircraft and vehicle collection than ever before. 

The first of four dates at Cosford will be held on 
February 9, themed around the unique test flight 
collection and a collection of Second World War, British, 
German and Japanese aircraft. 

The test flight group of aircraft were built to test a new 
theory or line of research and many were produced in 
secrecy, often utilising components borrowed from other 
types. 

These were the machines that helped Britain open new 
frontiers of flight. 

Aircraft on the night include the British Aircraft 
Corporation Tactical Strike and Reconnaissance Mach 2 
(TSR 2). 

Other unique airframes open on the night include 
the SEPECAT Jaguar ACT Demonstrator, Fairey FD2, 
Saunders-Roe SR53, and the Hawker-Siddeley Kestrel 
FGA. 

The event theme also extends to include a selection of 
the museum’s unique collection of fighters and bombers. 

The War in the Air collection at Cosford is home to 
the world’s oldest Supermarine Spitfire 1 K9942, one of 
several aircraft open on the night for enthusiasts to enjoy 
a closer view. 


In addition, the Messerschmitt BF109G, the backbone 
of the German Air Force’s day fighter force will be open 
for a close view, along with the Lister Works Truck, used 
throughout RAF maintenance depots. 

Visitors will also have an opportunity to step inside the 
Avro Lincoln B2, Yokosuka MXY7 Ohka, Kawasaki Ki- 
1001b and the Messerschmitt Me 163B-1a Komet during 
the February event. 


The aircraft available at all eight events will vary, 
totalling 100 over the course of the year across the two 
RAF Museum sites. 

There will only be 300 tickets available for each event 
and they are available to buy through the museum’s 
website at www.rafmuseum.org/cosford 

Tickets cost £13.50, which includes parking. 

The event on February 9 takes place from 6pm to 9pm.

Health boss 
offers praise 
to A&E staff 


AS the chilly and very damp win¬ 
ter continues, the promise of 
spring still seems some time off. 

However as the temperatures begin 
to rise minutely, there will be move¬ 
ment. Long before the migrations of 
swallows and cuckoos, there will be 
an almost imperceptible movement of 
earth. 

As the soil warms ever so slightly, it al¬ 
lows a new year’s growth of verdant grasses 
and other vegetation to begin below the 
lacklustre sodden mat of brownish-green 
we currently have on our fields. 

This revamping of the earth sees cattle 
and other livestock turned back out onto 
the land and species like hares beginning 
their springtime antics. 

Obvious 

But perhaps even less obvious is the 
growth not of grass but of reeds. 

The extensive, golden reedbeds that are 
formed by stands of one plant, the common 
reed, are a familiar sight of wetlands across 
Shropshire. 

From small farm ponds and ditches, 
to those in gardens and the larger water¬ 
courses of rivers, meres and lakes, reeds 
will, hopefully, never be far away. 

Look into the depths from the end of the 
month onwards and you may just begin to 
see the odd murmur of new life beginning 
below the surface. 

Over time, reedbeds naturally dry out as 
plant litter builds up, and are encroached 
by scrub and eventually woodland if they 
are left alone. 

However, for many years they have been 
cut and managed to produce reeds for 
thatching buildings. 

Continuing this form of management for

thatch or for the sake of the wildlife that 
rely on them, keeps the habitat intact and 
ensures they are viable habitats and shel¬ 
ters for their inhabitants. 

Reedbeds are among the most important 
habitats for birds in the UK. 

They support many breeding birds in¬ 
cluding the nationally rare bittern, marsh 
harrier, Cetti’s warblers and the bearded tit 
which lives exclusively in this habitat. 

More commonly, reed and sedge warblers 
sing out from the stands and kingfishers 
flash past. 

At this time of the year, reedbeds are used 
as roosting sites for several raptor species, 
while wildfowl like gadwall, tufted duck and 
shoveler feed in the shallows. 

Many migratory species also arrive to 
feed and roost in our reedbeds. 

Reedbeds are also good for invertebrates 
- iridescent damselfhes like azure and com¬ 
mon blues rest on the emergent vegeta¬ 
tion, while nimble dragonflies, such as the 
four-spotted chaser and hairy dragonfly, 
hawk the area for insects. Five Red Data 
Book (a British list of endangered species) 
invertebrates are closely associated with 
reedbeds including the reed leopard moth 
and a rove beetle. Below the water’s sur¬ 
face every species of fish in the UK rely on 
reedbeds either as protection or as a food 
or breeding source. Mammals also frequent 
these areas. Otters prey on amphibians like 
newts and frogs, and water voles feed on the 
banks of open waters. Noctule, Dauben- 
ton’s, whiskered and pipistrelle bats can be

THE man in charge of Shropshire’s two main 
hospitals has praised his staff for their “in¬ 
credible” efforts in coping over the Christ¬ 
mas and new year period. 

Simon Wright, who is chief executive of Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust, said the 
county’s two A&E departments had seen more than 
2,000 ambulances between December 22 and Janu¬ 
ary 18 - with the figure expected to top 3,500 by the 
end of the month. 

Mr Wright said that while A&E performance was not 
where he would like it to be, he could not be prouder of the 
efforts of his staff in dealing with the situation as demand 
surged over the festive period. 

His comments come after it was revealed that four ambu¬ 
lances were diverted to Wolverhampton at one point over 
the holiday period. 

Mr Wright said that while any patients going out of the 
county for treatment was regrettable, it was only ever done 
when demand was at its peak. Patients would only be sent 
to their nearest hospital outside the county, he added. 

In the case of the four diverted ambulances, Mr Wright 
said the ambulances were directed to Wolverhampton for a 
one-hour period in the early hours. 

“In many ways, having only four cases going outside the 
county during this period is a huge testament to the staff 
here,” he said. “The teams in A&E have really done some 
remarkable work over an exceptionally busy period.” Mr 
Wright said the plan to cope over the winter was the most 
detailed the trust had ever produced and he had also been 
able to secure additional funding to help cope. 

While he said he was unhappy that fewer than 78 per 
cent of patients in A&E were dealt with within the govern¬ 
ment’s four-hour target, the priority was to ensure that all 
patients are treated safely and effectively. Mr Wright said 
while he understood the focus on A&E performance, there 
was a danger that it could overshadow excellent work being 
done elsewhere. He said he was pleased SaTH continued to 
exceed the target of 85 per cent and the national average of 
82.5 per cent for cancer care, at almost 89 per cent - which 
meant it was among the top 30 trusts in the country.

Fighting off the opposition in the constant 
battle for sales has never been a problem 
for Jaguar and there’s little wonder the 
stunning XE R-Sport is selling so well. 

Designers have been working hard to 
ensure the Midlands-based company 
produces cars to turn heads and the XE 
R-Sport 2.0 AWD tested is a prime example of 
the road being approached by Jaguar. 

It’s a car for the purist and the enthusiast 
with just a little something thrown in for the 
boy racer still living within lots of us. Quite 
frankly a pure joy. 

I would have to say that I was a little spoiled 
by the test car though. You would expect to 
pay anything from £37,000 for this model 
but there were so many added extras that 
the price would rocket to £52,280 - and that 
would test the depth of quite a few pockets. 

Discreet R-Sport badging, a body kit and 
gorgeous 19inch five split-spoke wheels 
make this XE a stand-out edition to the Jaguar 
range while the interior is a reminder of why 
Jaguar has been the brand of quality for so 
many years. 

Armchair standard front seating quickly put 
the driver at ease and quality colour-themed 
leather and stitching along with heating add to 
the immediate upmarket feel 

An eye-catching touchscreen system 
dominates the fascia where you can control 
just about everything except the outside 
temperature. 

And the good news is it appears to be 
idiot proof with everything about as straight 
forward as it gets these days. 


Todays modern motorist now wants to plug 
in a multitude of equipment while on the move 
and they won’t be disappointed in the XE with 
USB points and 12V sockets in just the right 
places. 

Jaguar label the XE a five-seater but 
the middle rear seat is no place for those 
without a bit ox extra padding, so it’s really 
a four-seater with lots of boot space - which 
means plenty of room for the golf clubs and 
accessories. 

Emissions 

The two-litre turbocharged diesel engine 
produces a top speed of 140mph with 
0-60mph restricted to 7.5seconds by the 
all-wheel-drive system. But you can expect 
60miles for a gallon of diesel and carbon 
emissions of just 123g/km. 

For your £37,000 you can expect eight- 
speed automatic transmission, automatic 
beam assist, cruise control and limiter, drive 
control, electric parking brake, brake pad 
wear indicator, stability and traction control, 
tyre pressure monitoring, tyre repair system, 
approach illumination, climate control, DAB 
radio, traffic sign recognition and emergency 
braking. 

Living with the XE has never been 
easier thanks to a host of convenience 
enhancements. 

A “gesture” boot lid makes it possible for 
customers to open the boot with a simple 
wave of the foot beneath the rear bumper, 
taking the stress out of loading and unloading 
luggage. 

Amazingly the test car included over 


£15,000 worth of extras. These included 
privacy glass, 19inch five split-spoke wheels 
with black finish, climate front ad heated rear 
seats, a power convenience pack, mood 
lighting and cold climate pack. 

There as also a Navigation Pro with Meridian 


Surround System, my favourite head-up 
display, illuminated metal treadplates with 
Jaguar script, auto folding, dimming and 
heated door mirrors, advanced parking 
assist pack with surround cameras, 10-way 
electric front seats, electric tow-bar, WiFi 


hot spot system and electric rear window 
sunblinds. 

There’s a lot of opposition in this class from 
the likes of Audi, BMW and Mercedes but you 
just get the feeling that this is a Jaguar that 
means business.

LEADERS Welshpool Town went 
goal crazy as they hammered 
struggling Machynlleth 11-0 to 
move six points clear at the top of 
the Spar Mid Wales League divi¬ 
sion one. 

The encounter between the 
sides at the top and foot of the di¬ 
vision turned out to be a one-sided 
affair, with Pool proving too hot to 
handle as top scorer Will Thomas 
and Adam Davies both scored four 
times in the rout.

NEW boy Dean Ebbe proved an instant hit as The 
New Saints navigated a tricky hurdle to reach the 
quarter-finals of the JD Welsh Cup with a 3-1 victory 
at Caernarfon Town. 

Irishman Dean Ebbe, making his first start, struck 
twice at the start of each half to keep the Welsh Pre¬ 
mier leaders on course to regain a trophy they relin¬ 
quished last season. 

Darren Thomas pulled one back on 77 minutes to 
make for a tight finish, but Aeron Edwards wrapped 
up victory with a third goal in injury time. 

TNS, six times winners of the prestigious competi¬ 
tion, made the trip to north Wales in confident mood 
after lifting the Nathaniel MG Cup for a fourth con¬ 
secutive season six days before. 

A heavy and bobbly surface made the going tough

Brave Villagers bow 
out of Welsh Cup

A BRACE from Bangor City debutant 
Joel Bembo-Leta snuffed out Llan- 
rhaeadr’s hopes of pulling off anoth¬ 
er JD Welsh Cup upset as the villag¬ 
ers bowed out in the fourth round at 
Tanllan. 

Bembo-Leta scored once in each half as City 
navigated a potential banana skin to progress to 
the quarter-finals, with another newcomer Yves 
Zama notching their first. 

But the Welsh Premier big guns had to dig 
deep in heavy conditions to repel their gutsy 
Spar Mid Wales League hosts who proved a 
handful in front of a sizeable crowd at the Rec¬ 
reation Ground. 

They had led with an early penalty from Iwan 
Matthews, before the striker crossed for substi¬ 
tute Dan Graham to force in a second late on to 
set up a tight finish. 

Both sides finished with 10 men in a gruelling 
affair, and City assistant manager Gary Tay- 
lor-Fletcher admitted his side were relieved to 
be in the last eight. 

“The lads where superb today, especially on a 
difficult pitch,” he said.

Swimming under trial and as¬ 
sessment conditions three times 
per week for three weeks took 
some adjustment, but his amazing 
technical ability and perseverance 
saw him shine across all four dis¬ 
ciplines of freestyle, backstroke, 
breaststroke and butterfly. 

Having been offered a full time 
place on the programme, Louie 
now trains six times per week, 
showing remarkable dedication 
with 4.15am starts three mornings 
a week while travelling over an 
hour to the pool from home before 
going to school. 

He also trains twice a week at 
Oswestry School’s pool with swim¬ 
ming instructor Hannah Noble as 
he looks to further improve his 
technical development across all 
strokes. 

Louie currently ranks in the top 
10 for the county in most races, 
and is in the top 10 for the West 
Midlands region for the 1500m 
freestyle and 400 Individual Med¬ 
ley.

Eagles still looking 
for elusive victory

OSWESTRY lost ground in the South 
Lancs and Cheshire Two after slip¬ 
ping to a 29-7 reverse at promotion 
chasing Liverpool Collegiate despite 
an 18th try of the season for Luca 
Owen-Youens. 

Without a win since the turn of the year, the 
Eagles put in a battling display against the joint 
leaders on a heavy surface, but ultimately re¬ 
turned home empty handed. 

It was their third defeat in 2018 which, as well 
as having another game postponed, has seen 
them slip below half way to 10th in the table. 

There was little to separate the sides for the 
first quarter, though with the Liverpool side just 
about having the edge on pressure and posses¬ 
sion. 

The tackling was ferocious by both teams with 
a number of Liverpool players requiring treat¬ 
ment, while Nikola Nickolov and Iwan Ellis were 
outstanding in the visiting defence. 

But the Oswestry line was breached midway 
through the half when the Merseysiders broke 
through following a line-out before forcing their 
way over for a converted touchdown. 

The hosts kept up the pressure by kicking 
deep into the Oswestry half, putting the visiting 
forwards on the back foot, and their tactics even¬ 
tually produced a penalty which they kicked for 
a 10-0 advantage. 

Converted try 

From the restart, Oswestry tried to make 
inroads into the Liverpool half with runs from 
Nick Clay, Nikola Nickolov and Finton Grogan, 
while Luca Owen-Youens kicked over the dead 
ball line following an attempted, break. 

From the drop out, Liverpool forced their 
way upfield and, from a scrum just outside the 
Oswestry 22 right on half time, the ball was fed 
to the speedy backs for a converted try under the 
posts. 

Playing downhill in the second half, the Eagles 
looked to combat the home tactics and cut out 
the errors. 

The heavy tackling continued to take its toll 
as Oswestry were met by some strong defend¬ 
ing, while Liverpool themselves made some good 
ground courtesy of their accurate kicking which 
kept their opponents on the back foot. 

After the visitors lost Hugh Adams follow¬ 
ing another knock to his head, Liverpool were 
awarded a scrum 10 yards out from the line. The 
ball came out quickly and the speed of passing 
proved too fast as the hosts carved a gap to run 
over for a third try, with the conversion missed. 

Oswestry kept pushing Liverpool hard to try 
and get something out of the match, but paid the 
price for conceding a penalty as the hosts worked 
their way upfield, before crossing from a line-put 
for their fourth try to seal a bonus point. The 
conversion was added for a 29-0 lead. 

Undaunted, the visitors continued to battle 
hard and press, and gained some consolation for 
their efforts when Iwan Ellis broke from halfway 
after picking up a loose kick from the hosts. 


Tudor Jones continued the progress before passing 
to Grogan who released Owen-Youens to storm over 
the try line for his 18th try of the season, Grogan add¬ 
ing the conversion. 

For the remaining seven minutes, the Eagles piled 
the pressure on Liverpool but could not break the 
Merseysiders’ defence which held firm to prevent any 
further scores. 

Despite the defeat, there were excellent perfor¬
